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The  hahy' s.  joh  in  lif§,  as  ne  all  Imow,  is  to  grow  and  develop  properly. 
And  for  that  joo  he  needs  plenty  of  sleep  and  plenty  of  exercise.    Also  he 
needs  to  "be  hap'oj^  and  comf  ortahle  ^    Comfort  ahle.  clothing  is  important  "because 
it  allows  quiet  sleep  and  plenty  of  freedom  for  exercising  small  arms  and  legs.  . 
Clothing  specialists  at  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  have  heen  making  a  studj^ 
of  the  right  clothes  for  small  folks  -under  a  year  old.    And  a  much-need'ed  study 
that  is. 

Any  mother  today  is  shocked  to  think  that  "bahies  once  were  dressed  in 
swaddlin  clothes  or  strarioed  in  papoose  "bags.    But  the  styles  for  infants  of 
only  a  few  yeejcs  a^-^o — even  some  styles  today — are  uncomf orta'ble  and  "behind 
the  times.     Such  features  as  very  long  skirts,   quantities  of  loetticoats,  frills 
or  lace  to  scratch  tender  necks,  tight  necklines  that  cut  and  pull,  opening 
down  the  "back  with  many  hard  little  hiittons  to  lie  on — these  are  a  few  of  the 
things  that  the  newer  clothes  for  "ba'bies  a.void. 

Let  me  tell  you  a"bout  some  of  these  new  models.    One  on  display  at  the 
Bureau  is  a  little  Dale  lavender  dress  with  a  lavender  slip  to  go  with  it. 
The  slip  is  sleeveless  and  in  summer  can  he  used  hy  itself  as  a  warm-weather 
frock.    Yes,  this  outfit  is  soft  la.vender  in  color.    The  modern  "bahy  wears 
delicate  sha.des  instead  of  always  dead  white.     These  colors  are  hecoming  and 
give  va.riet7  to  the  wardro'be. 

This  little  lavender  dress  is  cut  on  the  "bias  and  has  a  front  opening 
all  the  ^ay  down.    Dressing  ajid  undressing  is  much  easier  and  pleasanter,  hoth 
for  the  hahy  and  the  mother,  if  there  is  a  front  opening  that  goes  all  the  way 
down.     Old-style  dresses  had  to  he  pulled  on  over  the  hahy' s  head.    And  it 
was  such  a  joo  to  get  each  little  hand  throu.gh  the  tiny  sleeves.     It  was 
another  joh  to  fasten  all  those  tiny  buttons  in  the  ha^ck.    The  new  dresses  and 
slips  are  quite  different.    They  can  he  spread  flat  on  the  dressing  tahle. 
Then,   all  you  "nave  to  do  is  to  lay  the  hahy  on  the  garment  and  fold  him  into 
it.     The  simple  -joy  the  dress  is  cut,  the  convenient  sleeves  and  the  front 
opening  i.iakes  tl.is  possible.     Once  the  "oahy  is  folded  in,  all  you  have  to  do 
is  to  tie  two  little  tapes  together  and  tlie  hahy  is  all  dressed.     The  fasten- 
ings of  these  -garments  are  tapes  instead  of  buttons,  hooks  or  sna.ps.  Still 
a-,nother  advanta.ge  of  the  front  opening  is  that  it  maies  laundering  easy. 
These  simple  garments  caai  be  ironed  flat.    No  frills  to  fuss  over. 

About  the  sleeves,     Tliey  are  short,  wide  at  tlie  bottom  and  cut  raglan 
style.    Raglan  sleeves  are  roomy,  allow  for  plenty  of  freedom  to  move,  and 
don't  tear  under  t;:e  arms  as  kimono  sleeves  are  inclined  to  do. 
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■Jliat's  the  adV3iitage  of  having  an  infant's  dress  cut  on  tlie  oias?  First, 
it  allo?/s  for  freedoja  and  fullness  without  uncor.if ortahle  gathers.    .That's  a 
big  point  in  t"^_e  "baby's  corafort.    Then,  garments  cut  on  the  bias  require  less 
raaterial  than  strai£:ht  garments.    That's  a 'point  for  thrift. 

I'd  like  to  tell  you  about  the  ot/^er  dresses  on  display  in  Washington 
at  the  Bureau  of  PZonie  Economics  but  there  isn't  tine  today.    You'll  be  glad 
to  hear,  ho'vever,  that  every  one  of  these  little  models  is  easy  to  make  and 
especiallj''  designed  for  the  home  seai.istress .    If  you  waiit  directions  for  mak- 
ing some  of  these  ne^?  garments  for  your  baby's  layette  or  for  a  baby  shoiver, 
^ve  have  some  _^mineographed  directions  to  send  you.    These  directions  are  il- 
lustrated "^ith  pictxires  of  the  little  dresses  and  with  diagrams  to  show  you 
jvist  how  to  make  the  pattern  and  cut  it  out.
